iiothinir should l»' said or done to 
snb\ert public order, destnietive of 
til.' spirit of the coiiiitry mi'l its in- 
slitutioii>: in the discussions takinf; 
phi.c iiiid the acts f(dlo\vin>; them 
the fiindiiliieTitill principles of right, 
reason and the eonstitutlon and laws 
of the Republic ahould not be forgot- 
ten or aet aaide; nothing should be 
authorized or oerii'ii-el ttat fan- 
passion and rendcrH difficult the c-oin- 
poHure of mind neded in sii< h disi iis- 
alons. 

"The wild anarchist, the woiild-be 
assassin ar<' tlic piililic ciiciiiics of 
soc-iety. whom tc tolerate is to tol- 
erate 'open sedition. .\n enemy, too, 
of puldie order, is the worltman who 
refusing hla own labor, deters by 
vlol«^ee n br«ither workman iropi 
offering his labor, as ore, even in n 
greater degree, the. strong and the 
powerful who override the law of 
the land in esrrying out the sclienies 
of their ambition. Private i)ri>perty. 
the rlL'ht of every man to <>wii and 
dispose of the fruits of liraiii imd 
hniiil. must be rejrardc.l as saered 
and inviolable. It is the eorner-stone 
of the soe iai structure. Destroy It, 
weaken it, you arrest ambition and 
effort: you give room to earelesR- 
neas of the morrow, to Indolence and 
Idleneas: yon establish barbarism. 
Barbarlam is that state of society 
where men. havinjr notliinjr which is 
the exelnsive jx.ssession of iiny. ))rcy 
upon the strength and labor of t'le 
others. Stability of possession and 
the stimulus to ambition and effort 
resiiltinp from it are vital requisites 
for progress and civilization. That 
in the holding of private property 
there be Inequality la a faet that la 
inevitable. Men are not and never 
will be equal In the power that builds 
up proaperlty. In the sacrifice of self 
and the economy that preserves and 
Increase it: hence they never will be 
equal ill tio' niiir'Miit of property that 
they do or can iM)Ssess. 

"The preachiiifr of I'topias in rem- 
edy of thla inequality, the proposal 
of 'achemea thai Ignore the nature of 
men and the vital conditlona of hu- 
man aoeietr are an Insult no less 
than an injnrjr to the individual 
whom they fain would beguile by 
their will-'o-the-wisp glamor and de- 
ception. It is the day of i'topias. 
Seldom if i vir Ihkii' in llie hist ii\ 
of hiiiiKiii Muiciv W.I - il lie LM-i-alir 
need of priidenl wisdom on the jiart 
of would-be teachers, of (wtient re- 
flection on the part of listening au- 
dlencea. The graveat reaponaibility 
reata on all to move slowly, to think 
wisely, to avoid all perils of leaps 
into the diirk. A chief pana^-i-a pi.i 
before us is common ownersliip, 
through city. State and nation, of the 
chief agencies of productivity and 
of the transixirtation, hither and 
thither, of the results of this pro- 
ductivity. Let all be on their guard. 
Common ownerahlp in one direction 
leads readily to common ownership 
in anotber — all the more so when 
the pnrpoae really he d in mind is 
to grasp wealth without mtich per- 
aonal effort, to make up for one's 
own deficiencies by despollinfr oth. is 
And is there not scrior.s daii: ■ i 
therein of weakenin^r iii(li\ iiliiiil ;mi- 
bition — which lias been, in A inerica, 
particularly, the great stimulus to 
the wondrona material development 
with which the country has been 
blessed? 

*To the iKxir man. to the vnajje 
earner. 1 slionld indeed preach the 
dwtrine of ambition and e'lersrv. I.ei 
every one aim to fiecnre competency 
for himself and Ids laniil.i". Let every 
one strive to rise: it Is his right, it 
is hi.s duty. But all this he must do 
by means that ar« i'air and just, 
without ever infringing ofi the rights 
of others, l>e they bio fellow laborers 
or tboae whom he and they call the 
•'^I. of the land. To tbe rich and 



till' iMorc fortiiiiati' I slionjil preaih 
n ii<iii>i iiL'ly the iloctriiK's of justice 
and cliarity. .Just thev must be all- 
depriving none of their Ood-given 
rignta and of the opportunities which 
should be open to all — doing their 
best that toe laborer may acquire 
through his industry the decent and 
befiting livlihood which human dig- 
nity demands. l'nr>>asonal>le (pier- 
llloll.--llc«.'- .•iliioliL' tl'c poor. sens.

]iroblems now confronting the Amer- 
|ioan people. Urging Congress to 
safeguard the home by the enact- 
I ment of laws regulating marriage 
and divorce, the President says: 

"I am well aware of how difficult 
It is to pass a constitutional amend- 
meiit. Ni'vert lielcss in my jud^rnient 
the wliolt ipiestioii of inarria^;e and 
divorce Oould lie leleLiated III the 
niitliorily of the national < on+rress. 
.\t present the wide di f fereni'i'- ill 
the laws of the dii'ferent .States on 
this subject result in scandals and 
abuses; and surely there ia nothing: 
so vitally essential to the wollfure 
of the nation, nothing around which 
the nation sliould so bend itself to 
llirovv every .safepiiard, as the home 
life of the averai,'!' eiti/eii. The 
chancre would lie ;;ood from every 
standpoint. In particular it vviiiild 
be good because it would confer on 
the Congress the power at oneu to 
deal radically and efficiently with 
polygamy; and this should be done 
whether or not marriage and divorce 
are dealt with. It is neither safe nor 
proper to leave tlie question of p<ilv- 
foniy to be riealt with by the se.eiul 
Slates. I'livver to deal with it should 
lie (diiferreil on the national (iovern- 
nienl. When home ties are loosened, 
when men and women cease to re- 
^'iird a worthy family life, with all 
its dutiea fully performea, and all 
ita responsibilities lived up to, as the 
life liest livinir, then evil days for the 
commonwealth are at hand. There 
are regions in our land, and classes 
of our population, where the birth 
rate has sunk below the death rate. 
Surely it should need no deinonstra- 
lioii lo s|ui.\ thai willlif -terilily 
i:i from the stand|ioiut of the nation, 
from the standpoint of the human 
race, the one sin for which the pen- 
alty is nationnl death, race death; 
a sin for which there is no atone- 
ment; a sin which is the more dread- 
ful exactly in proportion as the men 
and woinen trnilty thereof are in 
other respects, in character, and bod- 
ily and iiu'iital powers, those whom 
for the sake of tin- Stale il would 
be well lo see the lathers and luotli- 
ers of inan.v healthy children, well 
brought up in homes made hap|iy l>y 
their presence. No man, no woman, 
can shirk the primary duties of life, 
whether for love of ease and pleasure 
or for any other cause, and retain 
his (»r her self-respect." 

The President treats exhaustively 
the relations between capital and la- 
bor, with the reconiiiieiidat ion that 
soin.' iiieasiirc should be cnaeted 
lookint; to the eurliiiif,' of the base 
tiachiiiffs of one and the greed and 
avarice of the other, and suggests 
the following method for settlin^r 
disputes: 

"In this age of great corporate and 
Iniior eondiinatioiis. neither eniploy- 
ers nor employes should be left com- 
pletely at the mercy of the stronirer 
party to u dispute, ref/ardle-s of the 
rii^hteoiisness of their respective 
claims. The proposed ineasnre woiiM 
lie in the line of seciirinp rec(i>;nition 
of the fact that in many strikes the 
public has itself an interest which 
can not wisely be disregarded: an 
Interest not merely of general con- 
venience, for the (picstion of a jns': 
and proper publii- policy must also 
be considered. In all leffislation of 
this kind it is well to advance cau- 
tiously, testinjr each step by the act- 
ual results; the s ep proposed can 
siirelv b,- taken. ' ir the diclsion of 
the coiuniission w<iul<l not bind the 
parties in legal fashion, and yet 
would give a chance for public opin- 
ion to crystallize and thus to exert 
its full force for the right." 

I'resident Roosevelt commends the 
ei^ht hour work day, and in asking 
that a drastic and thoroughgoing 
child lalKir law should be enacted has 
this to say: 

'■The C<in),'ress at its last session 
wisely provided for a truant court 
for the District of Columbia; a 
marked step in advance on the path 
of properly caring for the children. 
Let me again urge that the Congress 
provide for a thorough investigation 
nf the conditions of obild labor and 
of the labor of woman In the United 
Slates. More and more our people 
are jrrovving to recoffnize the fact 
that the (piestions vvhiidi are not 
ineielv 01* industrial but of social 
iiii|Mirtance oiitweiffh all others; ond 
these two questions most emphatic- 
ally come in the category of those 
wliicb effect in the most far-reinh- 
ing way the home life of the nation. 
The horrors iaflMaat to the employ- 
ment of yovnir ditldren in factories 
or at work anywhere are a blot on 
our civilization . It is true thai eith 
State must ultimately settle the 
ipiestion in its own way; but a tbOT- 
oii^'ht official invest iiratioii of the 
matter, with the results published 
broadcast, would greatly help toward 
arousing the public conscience and 
securing unity of State action In the 
matter. There is, however, one law 
on Uie Bubjeot which ahould be en- 
jmmedlately, because there is 
for an investigation in ref- 



erence thereto, and the failure to 
enact it is discreditable to the Na- 
iK.nal Oovni iiment, .\ <lraHlic audi 
thoroughgoing child-labor law should 
be enacted for the District of Colum- 
bia and the Territories."
